Fighting Starts Over Boundary Question. 
( Reuter’s Service.) ¢ Loa 
. London; February 8, 

Simultaneous raids over a forty-mile area early in the morning 
reanited in the kidnapping at thair residences, sometimes after 
resistance. of a number of prominent Unionists in Tyrone and 
Fermanagh. All were carried over the borders of Ulster. 

Special constables in motor cars pursued the raidera and brisk 
fighting ensued at a number of points. One party of police was 
ambashed, resulting in casualties on both sides. Altogether elevan 
police were kidnspped and fifteen raiders captured. at Enniskillen. 
Great excitement prevails in both,. counties, where

THE PRINCE'S ENTRY . INTO GWALIOR. 


Reminiscent of Moghul Splendour. 
Gwalior, February 8. 

The Prince of Wales made a» State entry into Gwalior City 
yesterday morning, riding in e:ephant procession reminiscent of the 
barbaric grandeur of Moghul days, “, . 

His Royal Highness was met at the station on arrival by the 
Maharaja of Scindia, his little daughter, Mary, ani his tiny son, 
(irorge. The Prince, after a formal greeting, mounted the century: 
old elephant called Hiragaz, whick, nearly eleven feet up to the 

shoulder, is said to be the tallest of the species in India. 

A pageant was then formed a mile and quarter |aug comprising 
nineteen elephants. All these were grotesquely painted but 
magnificently capyrisoned, bearing gold and silver howdahs carry- 
ing the Prince's staff and the State nobles. To the frenzied music 
of tomtom bands, the. procession proceeded slowly along the League 
on the long.route to the Palace through lines of troops, «ho appesr- 
ed to have baen mainly recruited for their fierce looks, harmonising 

. with their garishly picturesque uniforms. The whole spectacle was 
one af impressive Oriental splendour and rich colouring, blending 
with qaaint bumour, as in the case of a fine elephant named Sahib 
Nobat, whose dignified mien wasgsdly impaired by a monocle paint- 
ed around the right eye. : 


The Prince of Wales attended a great durbar at Jai Biles Palace} 


in tte hall, which is approached by acrystal staircase, receiving the 
customary offerings of mazar garlands, pan and itr. 

In the afternoon. the Prince formally opened the new King 
George's Park at Lashkar. ‘As the Prince tniocked tie main. gate 
with a golden key, all the other entrances were avtomatically opec-| 

ed to the crowds waiting witbout. The grandofd fort looking over 
this pleasure domain was wonderfully deccrated for the occasion. 
In the evening the Prince attended a state banquet, the Maharaja of 
Scindia proposing the health of the Prince of Wales, who replied in 
a speech eulogising the splendid loyalty of Gwalior in the past and

CLEARING THE GROUND FOR A SETTLEMENT. 


A MORE HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 


Governor’s Query: to Strike Leaders. “oo 


“The strike situation bas taken 
a slight torn, but a more hopeful 
tum. The tatives of the 
boarding-honse keepers who went 
to Canton to negotista with the 
strikers, if that were possible, 
have returned and last evening 
and this morning were in consult- 
ation with the Hon. Mr. E.R. 
Hallifax. While they sre not 
charged by the Sasmen’s Union 
to make terms of any kind they 
have, wo understand, indicated 
their feeling that arbitration 
would be brought a stage nearer 
if the names of the proposed 
arbitrators were announced. They 
do not say 30, but it is a fairly, 
safe presumption thet they do not 
make this suggestion withont 
having fully sounded the feeling 
of the strikers. In any case, the 
choosing of the ‘arbitrators will 
be proceeded with immediately 
and the naaes prorptiy com- 
Municated- to Canton, Ib 
is good to be able to 
quote Mfr. Hallifax assaying that 
the boarding-hause keepers seem 
sincerely desirous of effecting a 
settlement and are working kard 
tothat end. ”

Meanwhile s curious little affair 
at Shum Chun presents some 
pechliar features. A branch of 
the Seamen's Union has been. 
opened.there and two nights ago 
a party of strikers from Cubton’! 
some of them armed with rifles, 


travelled by tréin:from Oanton 
and, on leaving the mst Shum 
Chun, openly stated they bad 
been sent from Canton to prevent 
food supplies coming ‘from 
Canton to Aongkong. But 
considering that the strikers 
are effectively — preventing 
auy food from leaving Canton the 
step taken seems a rather useless 
one. However a party of soldi- 
ers and police left Hongkong for 
the frontier yesterday and though 
some of the soldiers havo since 
returoed the situation st Sham 
Chun is being watebed. 


A Business Man’s Views. 


In conversation with a Tele- 
graph representatlve yester- 
day..a Chinese basiness man 
mentioned an item: which has 
since bean. confirmed by the 
morning papers, thas the strikers 
are making efforts to stop the 
inflow of food supplies over the 
border by posting pickets all 
along the line, at Suomchuo, 
Shekki, Eongmcon, and other 
points. The fact thatthese pickets 
are being coonived at by the 
Canton anthorities. be pointed aut 
as anotherinstance of the political 
significance with: which the 
situation has come ta be regarded 


nomber of friends-- wh ». returned 
from Canton hate sBported to 
being interfered’ with by the 
pickets atthe railway station at 
Canton and deprived: of 3 small 
quantity of foodstuffs which thay 
were bringing down to the Colony 
for their personal use. . 

In a discussion as to the 
methods taken by the Govern- 
ment to facilitate tha anloading 
of essentis! cargo, our informant 
pointed oot that a large number 
of junks were lying idle at the 
Wanchai and Yaumati anchor- 
ages, and that their crews 
might-—be—persusded, = in the’ 
Same way that the other trans- 
port workers were persuaded, to 
take their share in the revival of 
the activities of the harbour. The 
necessity of sbips having to go 
alongside the wharves, as is now 
the case, could be this dispensed 
with, and the coogestion thar 
results when & large number of 
ships waitto be unloaded at the 
same time, could be avoided. He 
offerred this as a suggestion that 
might with good resutts be acted 
upon by the Government. 


Canton’s Biee Shortage. 


Owing tothe cessation of rice 
supplies from Hongkong, the rice 
merchants in Canton are endea- 
vouring to secure supplies from 
the North River districts. As a 
result, the prices in these locali- 
ties have been rising, and one 
dollar will only naw purchase 12 
catties, and there are indications 
of a farther rise." 


Seamen’s Offer'to Canton 
Government. 


Cur Canton correspondent 
states that the Committees of the 
Seamen’s Guild has suggested to 


‘the Municipat Department that 


as there are some -7,000 or 8,000 
seamen idle in Cantqu, they ere 
willing to construct a new rosd 
for the Government free of charge 
“as a remembrance of the oc- 
casion.” Bat as the surveying 
work and the demolition of houses 
would take « considerable time. 
the Government has not seen its 
way to accept the offer. It has, 
bowever, expressed thanks to the 
seamen for their-“ patriotism.” 


Chinese Banks Hit. 


In one direction the effect of 
the strike bas been keenly felt 
locally. It willbe remembered 
that a shortage was recently felt 
in Cantonese subsidiary coins, 
and the Canton Government Mint 
placed an order with the Chinese 
banks of the city for the purchase, 


on a commission basis, of aevoral } 


million dollars’ worth of bar silver 
for minting purposes. This order, 
we now learn, was turned’ over to 
Chinese banks in’ Hongkong, which 
in turn placed the otder through 
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tho foreign banka. The silver in 
dua course arrived, thon the strike 
eamo on, and, placed in the 
difficult position of having to 
socept delivery of the bullion from 
the foreign banks, and being 
unable to ship it to Canton, the 
native banks are loging. « great 
deal on interest on these for- 
ward commitments. A lot af 
money is being looked up asa 
result It is reported that 
American adios the 
transaction havo :bean able to 
effect shipment of their part of 
the ailver at Canton. 


Another Seaman In Trouble. 


Another unemployed seaman 
who ran counter to the law found 
hiwselfin the Marine Court this 
morning before Commander C. 
W. Beckwith, R. N., charged 
with being unlawfully on board 
the Tjikini without the permission 
of the master or the officer in 
charge. 

Tho second engineer, Mr. J. A. 
urn der Kiaster, stated that while 
the ship was Ising in harbour 
about 3 p.m.on the 7th inst, with 
a Cantonese crew on board which 
was willing to stay with theship, 
hawenttotbe forecastioand called 
on the firemen to turn to as the 
ship was to sail that evening. 
Defendant was in the forscastie 
talking to the men who refused 
to turn to and who left the ship 
next dayas the resols of the de- 
fendant’s visit.

Strikers’ Latest Terms. 


_ At a genera] meoticg of the 
striking-sedmed-held atCantofh 
ob Tueeday, the President of the 
Seamen's Strike Headquarters | 
stated that a telegrain should 
be sent to the: Hongkong 
Government and that after 
the receipt of a reply, four re- 
presentatives with full powers 
would be sent to Hongkong to dis- 
enss a settlement. The following 
terms were submitted and onsni- 
meusly approved: ~ a 

(L) . The reinstatement of the 
Seamen’s Union ‘and other closed 
labour guilds, together with the 
release-o?-their-detained-officiats: 

(2.) 20% increase of wages of 
above $25, 30% of wages between 
$25 and $15 and 40% for those 
below $15. - 

(2.) That all striking 
shall be reinstated. > 

(4.) That the inerease shall 
apply to all ships at anchor in 
Hongkong and ranning between 
the various ports. 

(82 That all shipowners shall 
employ seamen directly through 
tha Seamen's Unrior..in order to 
prevent deductien of wages by 
ship labour contractors. 

(6.) That all agreements for the 
employment of seamen shall be 
witnessed by & representative of 
the Seamen’s Union before they 
can have effect. 

(7.) That no seamen’s represen- 
tatives or their officials in Hong- 
kong shall be sentenced to banish- 
ment. 

(8.) That the ineroase of wages 
shall be reckoned as from Ist 
January, 1922, and an no ac- 
count shall deduction be made for 
the time lost through the strike. 

(Q.) That after resumption of 
thelr duties, all seamen shall be 
treated with equality and no il- 
treatment be given them,

(BY MAJOR C. C. TURNER) 


There ig a definite offer of 
espital to save British airships 
‘and to enable Imperisl airship 
lines to be established. The offer 
is conditional, bot oply reason- 
ably conditions! The present 
writer is in a position to state that 


the offer is perfectly sound and in an 


good faith, and ‘that two of the 
originators of the 
forward eight months ago bave 
joined forces. _ 
. The conditions are that demon- 
stration snd experimental Im- 
partial fights shall be made with 
existing airshipe; and for this 
it is necessary that 
Kew Zealand, South 
‘Africa, India, and Great Britain 
shall contribute ebares of the cos?. 
For this the British contribution 
would be about balf a ‘million. 
Atterwards it is propos 
ed to establish regular services, 
for which subsidies to the tune of 
£250,000 for 2 series of years 
would be expected from the Im- 
‘perial Government, the Do- 
minions providing 82 equal 
amount. 

‘fbis is the only definite offer 
that has been made, and since it 
would impose no great strain on. 
the Imperial and Dominions’ Ex- 
chequers, it is deserving of all 
possible sppport. Mr. Asbbolt, 
the Agent General for Tasmania, 
bas done good service in per-ever- 
ing in spite of many discourage- 
a. nts. ‘ 

Australis bss not 
agreed to bear # shnre, but the 
House of Representatives bas 
approved in principle. There is 
pot the smallest question that 
Australia will agree. 
bolt has been at great pains to 
get into close touch with the 
various parts of the Empire, and 
be is qnite confident that South 
Africe, New Zealand, India, and 
the Malay States wil! be willing 
te some into the scheme.

THE PEKING PREMIER. 


Who is the Premier of China !—a term understood: to 
apply to the head of the Peking Uabinet. On the eve of 
the Chinese New Year, it was reported that the “ God of 
Wealth,” Liang Shih-yi, had decided to resign. and other 
reports to the same efiect have been published. It does 
not appear that Liang actually has resigned. though he 
has taken a holiday, which may be an easy way of 

_ relinquishing office. Dr. W. W. Yen,-the Foreign Minister, 
hag been named Premier ad interim, which does not neces- 

sarily signify that Liang is definitely out of it; Dr. Yer is 
acting dutiog the Premier's absence. No pew appointment 
has been made, xo it is possible that the “ God-of Wealth ” 
js just’watting until opposition has simmered down. On 

—tho-whole-loweverit-luoks-as—if-he-bas~decided tbat it-is 
better to clear out. - 

Who, then, is tobe the next figure-head at Peking, 
and what is tu be the order of things? There is nothing 
to encourage a hope that any improvement is in prospect. 

‘The acting Premicr has been named in some quarters as 
the new head. Such an appointment is possible, but doubt- 
ful. Dr. Yen's record is pretty good as Chinese politicans 
go, and it is rather probible that he does not covet the 
honout in the present state of affairs. Apparently he only 
consented to take up the acting:Premiersbip for a limited 
period, pleading that the work-at the Foreign Office occupi- 
edallhistime. Dr. Yea is a youug man among states- 
men, being just forty. After completing his studies in 

_ America. he passed with distinction the examination for 
returned students aspiring to appointments in the Chinese 
Government. Ife served in the diplomatic service at The 
Hague and as First-Class Councillor in the Legation at 
Washington. That was in the Manchu days. In the 
Republic's Provisional Government, Dr Yen, then a very 
youny man for such a post, held the. Vice-Ministership of 

Foreign Affairs. and for some time now he has been 
Foreign Minister. When the delegation for the Washing- 
ton Conference was being formed, it was confidently 
expected that he would lead it, but problems at Peking 
required his attention. . 

Dr. Yen has not been identified with any of the various 
factions. As faras can be judged where so much is obscure, 


he really bas been valued and kept in office by the War Lords] 


. pot because of attachment to any particular’ party, but 
because they recognised in him a man of capacity above 
the average found in Chinese Cabinets. On personal 
grounds, therefore, Dr Yen appears to be at least as 

. suitable a man for the Premiership as any one in sight, if 
that can be regarded as praise. On other grounds it is 
rather to be hoped that Dr Yen will adhere to his decision 
not to undertake the Premiership while conditions remain 
as they are. As Foreign Minister be can perforin bis 
“work with some degree of- independence, though perbaps 
Messrs. Butterfield and Swire are not enamoured of Dr. 
Nen, baviag regard to the affair at Awoy, where, however, 
Peking’s writ’ does not rao with apy appreciable effect. 
‘Once be definitely took over the leadership of the Cabinet, 
it-ig-practically. inevitable that he would be enmeshed in 
the web of factional intrigue. Whatever his private wishes 
might be, it has still 10 be written thet the War Lords are 

_ 400 powerful for any Premier to snjoy.a free hand.: Some 
day it may be possible for a well-meaning Chinese Premier 
to have appropriate: scope. Alas that this sounds all too 
like a synonym for the Greek Kalends}~ ~ 


The last resort of publie men, 
when they get misunderstood, is 
to “blame the newspapers.” Even 
Lord Northoliffe, bimself a naws-.

IN JAPN. 


The Kekuminto. Bill. 


Among other Bills which the 
Kokuminto intends to introduce 
into the preseat session of the 
Diet is one providing for a revi- 
sion of the Law for the control of 
publications. The draft of the 
proposed Bill was discussed at a 
specisl committee meeting of the 
party on the 22nd. olt. With the 
approval of & general meeting of 
the members. of the Diet. belong- 
ing to the party, the Bill will be 
formally laid before the House of 
Representatives. The features of 
the Bill are that the Press Law 
and the Publication Law shall be

— Selling Cheap and Buying - -

‘The following.‘noles on the 
trade of, the Straits Settlements 
for 192f ara supplied by the 
Registrar of Imports and Exports: 
‘The total vafae of Imports into 
the Colony for the year 192) was 
634 million dollars as compared 
with 1,065 million doltars for 1920, 
while for Exports, the figures 
were 532 million for 1921 and 879 
million for 1920, the total trade 
thas showing a decrease of about 
4tyoer cent. Comparisons, how. 
ever, with the last three or four 
years ara apt to be misleading. 
In the thirteen years 1900 $0 1913, 
the average increase in the value 
of Imports was at the rate of 3.59 
percent.per annum. Had only 
this rate of increase been mrain- 
tained from 1914 to 1971 inclusive, 
the Imports for 1921 would .have 
been 603 millions instead of 614 
millions. Similarly, Exports for 
1921 would bave increased from 
373 millions in 1913 10476 millions 
in 1912, instead of 532 millions, 
Seriously therefore, as trade ic 
1912 decreased as compared with 
1920, as compared with 1913 (she 
last complete pre-war year), it 
shows a more than normal ia- 
crdase. 
RUBBER EXPORTS. 
Nor is this result due entirely 
.to enhanced values. The quantity 
of rubber exported in 1913 was
